Fact* About Isothermte Map* That 


Are Rarely Learned at School. 
Here are some definitions of isotherms; 


that appear in American textbooks of 
geography: 


' 'Those lines which are drawn through 


places with an equal average of temper- 
ature are called isotherms. 


"Isotherms 
are lines 
connecting 


places having the same mean tempera- 
ture for particular periods, as the whole 
of the year, the winter or summer 
months, etc. 


"If npon a map all places having 


the same mean temperature are con- 
nected by lines, such lines are called 
Isothermal lines or simple isotherma" 


These definitions are part of the 


truth, but not the whole of it. It may 
not be a great calamity, but the fact is 
that most boys and girls leave school 
•with a misconception as to what an 
isotherm is, and they rarely find out in 
later years. 


They all know that two elements, 


latitude and altitude, are the main fac- 
tors in determining the mean temper- 
ature of a place; that the farther a 
place is from the equator and the higher 
it stands above sea level the cooler its 
climate is. But they do not know that 
isothermic maps take into account only 
one of these elements, and that is lati- 
tude. They eliminate the influence of 
altitude. The isotherm passing over the 
top of Pike's peak does not show the 
mean temperature at the summit of the 
mountain, but what the mean temper- 
ature would be in that immediate neigh- 
borhood if the land, instead of rising 
high above the sea, stood at the level of 
Coney Island. 


Do you see the reason for this? It 


may be easily explained. Most o! the 
land does not rise so high above the sea 
that the temperature is greatly affected 
by altitude. To the majority of man- 
kind latitude is a far more important 
climatic element than altitude. 
Now, 


the effects on temperature of both lati- 
nde and altitude cannot well be shown 
in one man, and isothermic maps were 
lovisod to show the effects of latitude 
\nd some other element, such as posi- 
ion near the sea or in the far interior. 


An isothermic line, therefore, does not 


how tho actual mean temperature of a 
)laco on it unless that place is at sea 


eV But it is easy to deduce from the 


sotherni the actual mean temperature 
if a place, if wo know its elevation 
above the sea. How this is done is very 
clearly explained by Dr. H. B. Mill, 
the British geographer, aa follows: 


' 'Tb« si/ grows cooler by 1 degree T. 


or every 370 feet of elevation above 
sea level, but isothermic lines show the 
sea level temperature. In using isother- 
mic maps we must therefore remember 
;hat places COO feet above the sea level 
lave a temperature 3 degrees lower 
;han the isotherms indicate; places 
6,000 feet above the sea, 22 degrees 
ower; those 12,000 feet above the sea, 
45 degrees lower, and the mountain 
ilopes 18,000 feet above the sea no less 
;han GO degrees lower than the sea level 
;emperature shown" by the isotherma 
This accounts for the fact that none of 
;he important towns in the temperate 
zones is situated more than 2,000 feet 
above the sea, while in the tropics they 
are built at as great elevations as 8,000 
or 10,000 feet."

COHSTITCTIONAL CONVENTION. 


The last Legislature adopted a reso- 


lution calling for a vote at tbe nexl 
general election upon tbe question of 
bold ing a constitutional convention 
Tbe question bae been three times sub- 
mitted to the people. Twice It was de- 
feated because of tbe omission of many 
voter*, in tbe excitement of tbe genera 
election, to affix "yes" or "no" to tbe 
words on tbe ticket, "For a Constitu- 
tional Convention, Both times tbe 
affirmative bad a three-foortb majority 
over tbe negative, bat as it required a 
majority of all of the votes oast to 
carry, every blank was practically a 
"No," and thus the call was both times 
defeated. 
In 1882 tbe Desaooratfo 


State convention adopted a resolution 
favoring a constitutional convention 
and tbe State central committee re- 
quested tbe 
different 
Democratic 


county committees throughout the 
State to have printed on the tickets 
•Yes," up on the convention question, 
which suggestion was adopted by the 
party representatives in most of the 
counties. The Democratic State tickei 
was defeated that year, but the con- 
vention question carried by a larger 
majority than any State candidate was 
ever elected since the admission of the 
State. Bat, notwithstanding this most 
emphatic expression of tbe voters, tbe 
measure was lost through the ref USB! 
of the Judges of the Supreme Court 
who constituted tbe State Board ol 
Canvassers, to canvass the vote, upon 
tbe technicality that tbe statutes did 
not mention, in BO many words, tbe 
canvassing of a constitutional election 
vote as a part of their duties, although 
two of them bad performed 
that 


"doty" when tbe measure was known 
to be defeated. Tbe technicality has 
since been corrected in the statutes 
and, in all probability, the wishes o: 
the people will be carried out in 1891 


Tbe greatest objection to a constitu 


tienal convention that has been urged 
by its opponents is tbe expense. This 
is simply nonsensical. When tbe orig 
inal constitution was formed tbe mem 
bers of tbe convention received only 
three dollars per day, payable in 
greenbacks, which were worth at that 
time about forty cents to the dollar 
The convention was composed of the 
brightest men in the State, including 
a large proportion of first class law 
yers, who willingly sacrificed their 
time in tbe interest of the proposer 
commonwealth. 
The constitutions 


convention now in question need be 
composed cf but thirty-five members 
which is tbe number ot tbe member 
ship of both branches of tbe legiula 
tare. 
Tbe requisite changes could 


easily be made in twenty days, so the 
per diem would only amount to $?,100 
at the same rate that was paid to mem 
twrs in depreciated currency in tbe 
flush times of 1864. There is no ques 
tion but a sufficient number of oompe 
tent persona would be willing to sacri 
flee their time for three weeks, to 
insure an intellgent membership to 
the proposed convention. Tbe legiela 
tare of 1901 would arrange for the 
meeting, name the per diem and pro- 
vide for all tbe requirements in regard 
to expenses, which need not exceed 
$5,000, from the 
issuance of 
tbe 


proclamation to the adjournment of 
tb'3 convention. So muoh for tbe ex- 
pense. Why, it would not amount to 
half as muoh as the last legislature 
b«s worse than thrown away in appro- 
priations which could not have been 
made under a constitution adapted to 
tbe population and conditions of tbe 
State at the present time. The present 
constitution was framed when every- 
thing was booming and when appear- 
ances indicated a population in a few 
years of half a million, and our funda- 
mental laws were enacted in view of 
that condition. As it is, it is better 
adapted to a State like New York or 
Pennsylvania than a little common- 
wealth of less than 45,000 souls. No 
general or effective system of economic 
reform can be established under cur 
present constitution. 
Whenever an 


attempt is made to lop off an unneces- 
sary expense, some constitutional ob- 
struction is sure to arise to prevent its 
consummation. The JOURNAL will ad- 
vocate this measure and it pledget 
Itself to prove beyond the possibility 
of doubt that under a constitution 
adapted to existing conditions, a better 
State government can be secured and 
at 25 per cent less expense than the 
present one. 


EVERY State Democratic convention 


held daring 1898 endorsed the free 
coinage of silver at the 16 to 1 ratio, 
with tbe single exception of New York, 
and yet tbe bosses of that State want 
to dominate. Although it has been, 
and perhaps always will be, necessary 
to have political leaders, but not 
bosses or dictators.
